(Several homes 
bought by Negroes from white 
people along Ashby street in 
Southwest Atlanta have been 
bombed in recent months.) 

In his rep to Byrnes, White 
said that as a ‘‘smear artist’ 
the South Carolinian antedates 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy by a full 
generation.”’ 

‘‘Indeed, he was using this tac- 
tic when the Wisconsin senator 
was still in swaddling clothes,’’ 
White said. ‘‘He pretends to be 
a friend of the Negro, but we re-: 
member him when he defended 
Ivnching on the floor of the Sen- 
ate and House . .. opposed the 
Selective Service Act of 1940 be- 
cause ‘there is in the hill noth- 
ing that would prevent’ integra- 
tion of troops... attacked the 
Negro press and advised the col- 
ored citizen if ‘he does not care 
to live in this land without po-— 
litical and social equality, then 
he can depart for any other 
country he wishes’.’” 

White urged Negroes to make 
themselves a more powerful 
group by exercising their right 
to vote. 

He said that Atlanta has 99.- 
000 Negroes who are of voting 
age. He sai dthe NAACP has a 
drive under way now to increase. 
the number of registered Negro | 
voters in Atlanta from 17,500 to | 
40.000 by May 4. 

As a strong voting group, om 
said, the Negro would gain more. 
respect from _ politicians. 
may even gain respect from Sen. 


Fishermen 


TOKYO, Monday, 
The influential newspaper Asahi 
complained today that American 
doctors should concentrate on 
treating Japanese fishermen affect- 
ed by the Bikini H-bomb blast in- 
stead of looking on them as 
“guinea pigs.” 

Asaht said the United States also 
should tell Japanese doctors the 
chemical components of the ash 
which showered the fishing boat 
Lucky Dragon on March 1. 

“But the United States does not 
seem to have answered,’ Asahi 
said. ‘‘Preésumably the United 
States doesn't want to disclose mil- 
itary secrets.” 

The newspaper, which is the big- 
gest in Japan with a circulation of 
several million, criticized the ob- 
servation of the 23 fishermen by 
scientists and doctors of the U. S. 
Atom Basnb Casualty Commission. 


“OONDUCT RESEARCH” 


“The ABCC is an organ to con- 
duct research but not to treat pa- 
tients,’ Asahi said, ‘‘so Japanese 
are apt to be cold to this organ. 

“Dr. John Morton and his staff 
should treat the patients this time 
not only to make a fine report to 
America,"’ Asahi said, ‘‘but also to 
give the patients assurances they 
are not guinea pigs.’’ 

Some Japanese regard with bit- 
terness the ABCC and its work at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the two 
cities atom bombed in 1945. 

They feel that the United States 
devoted too much of its effort to 
research instead of treatment of 
Japanese blasted by the two bomhs 
—research with the major aim of 
reducing the effect of any atom 
hombing of American people and 
cities.

Regarding the March 1 bomb, 
Japanese scientists have heen an- 
nouncing from time to time the 
names of various elements they 
say have been found in the ash 
brought back by the Lucky Dragon.

Off the Bullies 


A federal jury at Brunswick last week 
freed Leslie Gordon Mitcham, former 
Ludowici patrolman, on charges of violat- 
ing the civil rights of motorists he ar- 
rested. 

But Mr. Mitcham was not spared a 
stern lecture from the judge on the proper 
relations between an arresting officer and 
the arrested. 


Federal Judge Frank M. Scarlett told 
Mitcham, “People like you bring more 
discredit on the people of Georgia than 
anyone else.” 

The erstwhile Ludowici highway pa- 
trolman should know how it feels to be 
arrested for a traffic violation. 


Three years ago, according to records 
of the City Court at Jesup, Leslie G. 
Mitcham was arrested by the State Pa- 
trol and charged with speeding, driving 
under the influence of intoxicating liquors 
and reckless driving. 

A note on the State Patrol ticket read, 
“Defendant was chased out of Jesup at 75 
miles an hour into the rear of Deer Lodge 
and then two miles east of Odum at 90-95 
miles an hour.” 


The accusation prepared by the solici- 
tor of the Jesup City Court charged Mr. 
Mitcham with the offense of driving under 
the influence of intoxicating liquors. The 
charges of speeding and reckless driving 
were not embodied in said accusation. 


On April 30, 1951, Mitcham entered a 
guilty plea and was sentenced by Ronald 
F. Adams, then judge of the Jesup City 
Court, to 12 mdnths in prison, sentence 
suspended upon payment of a $126 fine. 
His driver's license was suspended for 
one year. 

The date of one of the alleged assault 
incidents was November, 1951, within the 
period of the license suspension. 

It has been some time since Mr. Mitch- 
am patrolled the highways and byways of 
Long County. (We are told he is now a 
game warden.) It is hoped he is not al- 
lowed to patrol them again. 

His is the kind that, as Judge Scarlett 
has said, brings Georgia more unfavorable 
publicity than any other. 

Efforts of the State Patrol, of county 
and city officials to promote safety 
through firm but courteous law enforce- 
ment are offset by the habits of a few 
bullies and the predatory practices of 
the fee grabbers. 

The state must find a way to eliminate 
each type from any part in traffic law en- 
forcement. 


The Peaceful Pentagon 
Is Not Too Peaceful 


Even though Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son has done a good job of keeping the 
conflicts within the Pentagon, hearings on 
the “new look” military policies prove that 
the traditional rivalry between the Army, 
Navy and Air Force is far from dead. Per- 
haps that is good, for to achieve any sort 
of proper combination of forces, aggres- 
sive presentation of the role of all branches 
is needed. 

Gen. Ridgway, Army chief of staff, is 
properly concerned about the cutting back 
of three divisions from the Army's 20 divi- 
sions of manpower. ‘The individual sol- 
dier,”’ he says, “far from receding in im- 
portance, is emerging ever more clearly as 
the ultimate key to victory ... the ad- 
vent of new weapons and the increased 
importance of air power have but given 
new meaning and wider scope to the di- 
mensions of land warfare.” 

Air Force Secretary Harold Talbot 
doesn't quite agree: “Our earnest hope for 
peace finds its greatest support in the 
massive striking power #f our strategic 
Air Force coupled with the growing capa- 
bilities of our air defense.” 

Chief of Naval Operations Carney has 
still another slant: ‘‘It’s significant to note 
that the Navy, with its self-contained stra- 
tegic mobility and status of sovereign ter- 
ritory of the United States, is able to 
launch an attack from the decks of the 


ships of our fleet without asking permis-. 


sion of any foreign power.” 

Gen. Ridgway will find support for 
his theory, especially since the Army must 
be concerned about the “brush fires’ such 
as Korea. There may be other Koreas 
which we do not wish to expand into 
world conflicts, but for which we must be 
prepared. That is what Adlai Stevenson 
had in mind in questioning complete reli- 
ance on any “mass retaliation” policy. 

We can find comfort in the fact that 
“mass retaliation” threats may discourage 
aggressions, especially an attack upon the 
United States itself. But to make our- 
selves wholly dependent upon such a pol- 
icy could build up the type of fatal Magi- 
not Line thinking that led to France's 
downfall in World War II. 

It is unlikely that we will resort to 
unrestricted atomic warfare until and if 
s third world conflagration is precipi- 
tated. At the same time, any weakening 


™“ 


of our “preventive” forces for the “brush 
fires’ needs a close critical examination. 

This year, of course, more emphasis 
is being placed upon air power. That is 
understandable and necessary. But we 
must consider the ‘new look” military 
policy as a whole, not as three separate 
policies. We must assume, then, that the 
good and the bad have been weighed and 
that the present program is a compromise 
between absolute security and economic 
capacity. 

At any rate, the needling of the serv- 
ices one by the other serves a useful func- 
tion in keeping us aware of the over-all 


problems. It also has a bearing upon the 

final decisions that we can only pray are 

right. sf

Battle Against Polio 
Is in Decisive Stage 


Thanks to the American people, polio 
—crippler of young and old alike—is on 
the way to joining diphtheria, smallpox, 
typhoid and other formerly dreaded in- 
fectious diseases as plagues finally tamed 
and conquered by man. 

That is the significance of an an- 
nouncement out of New Orleans that pre- 
liminary tests have proved that the new 
antipolio vaccine provides the body with 
lasting defensive powers against the three 
types of viruses causing the disease. 

During the next few months the vac- 
cine will undergo extensive tests through- 
out the country. The Atlanta -metropoli- 
tan area is one of the testing grounds that 
may finally prove conclusively that polio 
can be licked. 

When we say thanks to the American 
people, we mean exactly that. Polio is 
being licked because of the united efforts 
of all American citizens. Contributions 
through the March of Dimes, the legacy of 
a polio victim, Franklin D. Roosevelt, have 
made the successful war on this deadly 
scourge possible. 

The vaccine that will be used around 
the country this summer is financed 
through the Polio Foundation. The effort 
has cost millions, but money is no consid- 
eration if this crippler is finally elimi- 
nated. 

With polio licked, as it surely will be, 
Americans can turn their efforts to the 
other remaining plagues—heart disease, 
cancer, muscular dystrophy, mental ill- 
ness and other remaining threats that 
strike so many of us at all ages. 
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Trained Specialists Are 
Needed by Poultr ymen 


The College of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia hasn't answered the 
poultry industry's proverbial which-came- 
first question, but there are indications 
that poultry husbandry is being given the 
attention the stature of the chicken busi- 
ness in Georgia deserves. 

Most recent sign of the increasing em- 
phasis is the announcement in the new 
‘Poultry Times” that this spring seven 
University of Georgia students will get 
degrees in Poultry Husbandry. 

These seven are young men who will 
apply their knowledge either in commer- 
cial egg afid chick production, in the 
chicken feed business or in veterinary 
medicine specializing in poultry diseases. 

“Things are beginning to happen at the 
University of Georgia,” says the ‘Poultry 
Times” in a column called “‘Kracker State 
Kracklings.” “The drawing boards are 
loaded with plans for the development of 
the poultry department and the Univer- 
sity now has the money available to begin 
hiritg new personnel for the department 
as well as for extension work.” 

The building up of the department is 
encouraging to those who realize that the 
stability and the permanence of the poul- 
try industry in Georgia are dependent on 
how well those in it know the business. 

The award of seven degrees in Poultry 
Husbandry is a hint of more well-trained 
poultrymen to come from the Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture.

So I wrote to the public health 
director in Grand Rapids, asking 
was it true what the antifluoride 
people were saying about diabetes. 
His name is Dr. W. B. Prothro. 

Here is what he said: 


“We have been using sodium 
fluoride in our city water supply 
since 1945 and are very well 
pleased locally with the beneficial 
effect of water fluoridation, and 
have been unable to determine any 
evidence of harmful effects from 
its use. 

‘‘There has not been any change 
in the disease rates either in chil- 
dren or old people which might 
be attributed to fluoridation. 

“You mention in your letter that 
in your city there are some who 
are spreading the word that since 
fluoridation in Grand Rapids the 
incidence of diabetes is greater. 
There is no reported increase in 
number of diabetes cases. The lo- 
cal incidence compares favorably 
with the national average.” 

He includes a table which shows 
that in 1942 B.F. (Before Fluoride) 
the city had 36.33 deaths per 100,- 
000 population from diabetes. In 
1952 A.F. (After Fluoride) the rate 
was 32.1 deaths per 100,000. 


When it comes to tooth decay 
on the other hand, the Grand Rap- 
ids Health Department has a close 
count on teeth among children 9 
years old and under. These chil- 
dren have been drinking fluvridat- 
ed water all their years. 

The study shows that with these 
youngsters the reduction in tooth 
decay has been as high as 53 per 
cent for baby teeth and as high 
as 80.7 per cent for permanent 
teeth. Even older children, that 
is, more than 9 years old, have 
been benefited. 

The Dr. Prothro report from 
Grand Rapids should spike the dia- 
betes rumor from the Furniture 
City. I think we can lay aside, too, 
the plaint of the woman who 
called to report that in another 
city 45 per cent more students 
failed their history exams after 
fluoride was added to the water. 

But still unexplored is the story 
of the Michigan city which after 
fluoride was added voted Demo- 
cratic for the first time in its his- 
tory. That is good or bad accord- 
ing to your politics.

In Caracas They 
Make a Big Joke 


The Inter-American Conference in Caracas has 
turned its attention to the question of colonialism 
in the Western Hemisphere, and on the motion of ™ 
Argentina went on record as favoring its elimination. 
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The British, the French and the Dutch still own properties around 
the Caribbean, and of course the motion was a glove in their faces. 


It was a slap at the United 
States too, for we often and loudly 
are accused of imperialism by our 
southern neighbors and of favoring 
a colonial status for their econo- 
mies. 

The United States did not vote 
on the motion. Our delegates an- 
nounced they believed the question 
was outside the scope of the meet- 
ing and should not be brought up. 
The vote, the very fact that the 
question even came to a vote, was 
a victory for the nationalist bloc 
of Peron and a defeat for our 
brand of Pan-Americanism. 

For years the United States has 
been trying to sell the hemisphere 
on the idea of solidarity from pole 
to pole. More recently Argentina 
has been peddling a competing 
program; one of Latin America 
for Latins only, and down with the 
Colossus of the North and Canada, 
too. 

Peron has found this easy to sell. 
The Latin nations are coming of 
age and feeling their oats and 
nationalism is on the rise there. 
We have aided Peron by default. 
Our diplomacy has been clumsy 
and we have done a bad job of 
keeping our Latin fences in repair 
since World War II. 

The anti-colonial resolution was 
a resounding victory for Red-led 
(,uatemala, too. That Central Amet- 
ican nation long has laid claim to 
the adjoining colony of British Hon- 
duras and diplomatic relations be- 
tween England and Guatemala are 
strained. Nor are the British fa-

vorites of the Argentine govern- 
ment, for each nation lays claim to 
the Falkland Islands. 

The British, the French and the 
Dutch are the absentee landlords 
of the western world. Each has 
a Guiana of its own on the South 
American continent and several 
island possessions. That these lands 
never obtained their independence 
could mean that they don’t want 
it. It is more likely they can't af- 
ford it. 

France has squared its con- 
science by making its western hold- 
ings full fledged departments of 
the mother country. The Dutch run 
theirs well and neatly. England is 
helping some of its poor dependents 
forward by means of the West 
Indian Confederation. This confed- 
eration could lead to autonomy 
within the commonwealth if some- 
body only could figure a way to 
make these lands self-supporting. 
Sever the cord with the motber 
country now and things would be 
worse instead of better. 


From the point of view of the 
Latins we are a colonial power too 
through our heavy investments, and 
the often-used privilege of the piper 
in calling the tune. 

This ringing declaration on he 
half of self-government by the con- 
ference has a certain ironic aspect. 
For democracy, poor battered lady 
that she is today, is much more 
at home in these colonies of Euro- 
pean powegs than in many of the 
nations who voted to throw the 
rascals out.

Congress over the revelation that someone in a 

office of the secretary of the Army has been eavesdropping on tele 

phone conversations with members of Congress and their staffs. 
Back in 1906 and 1907, President Theodore Roosevelt used the 

Secret Service to shadow congressmen whom he suspected of 


wrongdoing and Congress re- 
taliated by passing a law deny- 
ing to the Secret Service any 
funds thereafter for investiga- 
tions in behalf of any other de- 
partment or agency of the gov- 
ernment and confining the Se- 
cret Service solely to the de- 
tection of counterfeiting and to 
the protection of the life of the 
President. 

Senator Symington (D-Mo) 
last week brought out at a Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee 
hearing that there were no me- 
chanical recordings but there are 
in existence some stenographic 
notes: of. ‘‘monitored conversa- 
tions’’ in connecjion with the con- 
troversy between Secretary Ste- 
vens, and his counsel John G. 
Adams, on the one hand and the 
staff members of the McCarthy 
committee. The Missouri senator 
insisted that all these records be 
produced and—now that the issue 
has heen raised—they should be, 
though the executive departments 
will have to consider vari- 
ous demands certain to arise 
now from Congress for all rec- 
ords on ‘‘monitored conversa- 
tions.”’ 

To eavesdrop on a _ telephone 
is morally and at times legally 
wrong. Where there are record- 
ing devices, the law requires a 


“beep” sound to signal both par- 
ties that the conversation is re 
corded. A directive issued some 
time ago in the Department of 
Defense prohibits the use of re 
cording or tapping devices at 
the Pentagon unless the fact is 
disclosed to both parties. 

In the Cohn-Schine-Adams case 
it is obvious from the memoran- 
dum which was clandestinely 
sent to 14 Democrats and only 
one Republican on Capitol Hill 
hy the office of the secretary of 
the Army that the directive was 
violated. Also, the socalled re 
port is a post-dated document 
compiled from excerpts from 
Stenographer's notes. It is sige 
nificant that the memorandum 
issued by the Senate committee 
is a series of actual reports 
made by committee staff meme 
bers putting on paper their recol- 
lection after each conversation 
had been concluded.

Boris Book 


The book had a zany title: ‘‘Nothing Is Dripping On Us.” 

’ It came in the morning mail one day and floated around on 
the reproachful tide of things unopened, unanswered or undone 
all day. Then I picked it up and took it home with me. I opened 
it at the bus stop and was well into the hilarious story of an 

; aging female government worker's romance with a Russian 
baron before we reached Baker street. 


I passed my corner reading about their marriage but it was 
all right, because the trip back gave me a few minutes longer 
to walk and read, a sport at which I excel. I ate my supper with 
it by my plate and went to bed with it in my hand. Before I 
slept I had read every word of Eva Knox Witte’s joyous account 
of life with the most engaging male character since “Harvey” 
or ‘‘Life With Father,”’ Boris, her husband, 


At that point I didn’t know the Wittes and I attributed the 
fact that the publisher had sent me the book to one of those nice 
streaks of luck which enliven a newspaper day. (The other day 
another publisher sent me airmail special delivery an empty 
envelope!) I thought maybe the publisher might have just sus- 
pected I was low and he wanted to cheer me up. Now I know 
better. 


Little Brown & Company knew, even if I didn't, that the 
author is a former Atlanta schoolteacher with friends and close 
kin a-plenty around here. She*is the daughter of the late Rev. 
Absalom Knox, a Methodist minister, and her mother, a sister 
and a brother live in Atlanta. (The sister is Mrs. E. Van Buren, 
wife of the Emory physician, and lives at 837 Clifton Rd. The 
brother is James Knox, who is in the administrative department 
at Emory, and another brother, John Knox, is professor of New 
Testament at Union Theological Seminary in New York.) 


Mrs. Witte herself taught in Atlanta public schools, the dem- 
onstration school at Atlanta University and later at Carrollton 
and in several rural schools where she spent four years writing 
a series of small books for the Rosenwald Fund. These included 
the highly successful, ‘‘So You're Going to Teach,’’ which is 
still used by teachers’ schools around the country. 

From her teaching experience she branched into children’s 
fiction, beginning with the personable child, “‘‘Araminta,”’ which 
immediately precipitated an Araminta series, known. to your 
children if not to you. She has since gone on to highly successful 
nonfiction, ‘‘People Are Important,’’ and ‘‘Why We Live Where 
We Live,’’ which your child may even now be reading in connec- 
tion with his geography lesson. 


But “Nothing Is Dripping On Us’ is Mrs. Witte's first ven- 
. ture into books for grownups—and it is such arousing, cheerful 
x work it’s bound to set off a ‘‘More!’’ clamor from those of us 
who are not hopelessiy, gloomily grownup after all. Mrs. 
Witte hopes so, anyhow.
